Credit Card Information 



Enter all credit card information including the payment amoiint to be charged to your credit card and 
remember to sign the form. The United States Patent and Trademark Office (USPTO) cannot process credit 
card payments without an authorized signature. 

The USPTO does hoJ accept a general authorization to charge any payment deficiency or any additional fees 
to a credit card 

The USPTO does accept debit cards or check cards that reqiiire use of a personal identification number 
as a method of payment. 



Credit Card Billing Address 



Address information is required for credit card payment as a means of verification. Failure to complete 
the address information, including zip/postal code» may result in the payment not being accepted by 
your credit card institution. 



Request and Payment Infoimation 



Provide a description of your request based on the payment amount. For example, indicate the item as
